It was one of the stalls 
of a Caravanserai. You may see 
them even today in parts of the 
Holy Land, in India and in Arabia. 


Picturesque Places 


They are picturesque places, 
where the camel, donkey or horse 
caravans come. Their attendants 
sleep in the stalls or on piles of 
straw and blankets in the open 
by their animals. The area about 
the stalls will be filled with dogs, 
people coming and going, and with 
cooking fires. The air will be 
heavy in late afternoon with the 
smell of mutton or goat meat 
cooking and of tea being brewed. 
All about will be vendors of the 
flat, round Arab bread and of 
sweetmeats and tobacco. I, my- 
self, have seen these in Iran and 
India. They are not too greatly 
changed from the time of Christ.

| Blue Joins Gray as Taps Sound for Last Vet

FRANKLIN, Tex. (UPI)—Taps sounded over a grave in a lone 
ly cemetery on a rust-colored hill late Wednesday for “Waiter 
W. (Old Reb) Williams, 117, the last of four million men who 
fought in the War Between the States more than 94 years ago. 


The Old Reb was laid to rest in Mount Pleasant Cemetery, 
near Franklin, after a three-hour procession and funeral at Houston 
in which Northerners joined Southerners in last tribute to the final 
survivor of the conflict that has been described as America’s 
supreme test. 


Williams died Saturday in the midst of his fourth pneumonia 
attack this year. His death was directly caused by the stoppage 
of a blood vessel. 


Some 2,000 persons gathered at the lonely old cemetery, a plot 
of land set in scrub oak, that has received departed Franklin 
residents for almost as long as Williams lived. 


The Fourth Army Band from Fort Hood, Tex., played softly the 
hymn “Abide with Me” as the motorcade that had carried Williams’ 
body the 125 miles from Houston drove slowly over the sand and 
into the cemetery.

stood bareheaded under a fading sun obscured by wisps of clouds 
to read selected scriptures from the New Testament. 


A firing squad fired three volleys and M-Sgt. Quinton Perez 
sounded the haunting notes of the final bugle call for the old soldier. 


The military rites over, the casket was opened to permit old 
friends who could not make the trip to Houston for the funeral 
to take a last glimpse of their most famous resident. 


Thus ended the final chapter of the last human link to the men 
in Blue and Gray. 


At Houston, a Yankee fife and drum corps led Williams’ fu- 
neral procession playing “Dixie,” ‘‘Old Reb,” and “Battle Hymn 
of the Republic.” The corps of 26 men was from Mount Vernon, 
Ohio, and was dressed in Union Blhie. 


As the procession, preceded by the muffled thump of the drums, 
moved slowly through the streets, thousands of persons took off 
their hats or bowed their heads. There was a total of perhaps 500 
persons at South Main Baptist Church for the funeral. 


Honorary pallbearers were the governors of the 11 Confederate 
states or their representatives. President Eisenhower, who pro- 
claimed national mourning for Williams, was represented by Maj.

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Road Needs Study 
Could Guide State 


Estimates by Highway Board member 
Robert Jordan that Georgia probably will 
spend 110 million dollars on 212 road- 
building projects next year indicate con- 
siderable progress will be made on the 
interstate and other federal-aid programs. 

Austerity in programs in which the 
state bears the full cost and on county 
contracts will continue for the next few 
months at least. The department will 
continue its “pay-as-you-go” policies and 
will attempt to match all available fed- 
eral funds. But the over-all program will 
find the state doing the largest volume 
of road work in history. 

Under the circumstances, the depart- 
ment is proceeding wisely. In addition to 
meeting the costs of the biggest road pro- 
gram in the state’s history, it must retire 
authority debts and try to prevent the 
existing highway system from further 
deterioration. Because of the helter-skel- 
ter methods of the past, the maintenance 
problem is still to be solved. 

A legislative committee recently 
pointed out that a minimum of 32 million 
dollars is needed for immediate repairs 
and modernization of existing roads. For 
the most part these roads were built with 
no consideration of how they could be 
maintained. Few counties can afford to 
keep up roads built by the state for coun- 
ty maintenance. 

We hope this mistake will not be made 
again. Perhaps one of the most construc- 
tive acts the state could undertake would 
be a comprehensive road needs study. If 
we could avoid the error of paving roads 
to pay off political obligations while neg- 
lecting preserving those already paved, 
we would have better highways. If we 
could concentrate’ building where the 
traffic exists, more people would be 
served and the needs met. 

Georgia’s system of building roads has 
been one of the most expensive and un- 
satisfactory in the nation. Only proof 
needed is to drive the highways of our 
immediate neighbors.

Question to Aldermen: 


What's Best for City? 


In voting to review an earlier decision 
on rezoning of the old Egleston Hospital 
property for a multi-unit housing proj- 
ect, the Board of Aldermen has come face 
to face with a problem which will de- 
termine the whole future of this commu- 
nity. 

Briefly that problem concerns wheth- 
er the board will accede to pressure 
groups and ward courtesy instead of act- 
ing in the interests of all the people. As 
Ald. Milton Farris declared the other day, 
the latter course requires courage in the 
face of determined opposition but it is 
the course of statesmanship. 


In overruling the zoning board, the 
aldermen left themselves open to all sorts 
of pressures on every zoning matter that 
comes up. If special interest groups can 
organize enough opposition to overrule 
sensible zoning rulings through the board, 
orderly development, slum clearance and 
renewal are only a few of the difficulties 
which lie ahead. A deadly kind of civic 
paralysis could result. 


The question again has come up about 
whether the city’s zoning powers should 
not be strengthened and further removed 
from political pressures within the Board 
of Aldermen. Present functioning of zon- 
ing laws certainly could be improved. 


Under the present circumstances, 
however, the people ‘have a right to ex- 
pect the aldermen to act in the city’s 
long-range interests to the end that urban 
renewal can proceed on schedule and the 
war on blight can be continued. This will 
not be possible if the board, housing and 
zoning authorities work at cross-pur- 
poses.

State Moves To Meet 


Need for Technicians. 


Ground - breaking ceremonies were 
held Tuesday near Augusta for the first 
of several area trade schools under an 
expanding vocational education program 
of the State Department of Education. 
It will help fill the need for ever-in- 
creasing numbers of -technicians and 
skilled workers in the state’s economy. 

In an address at the. ceremonies, Gov. 
Vandiver pointed out that with the pro- 
gram “we are making new strides to- 
ward a trained labor force so necessary 
to the progress and <eegpnomic develop- 
ment of every comthunity seeking a 
proper balance between industry and ag- 
riculture.” 

The governor is right. While the en- 
tire educational program needs expand- 
ing and improving ‘if the state. is to meet 
its potential of a balanced economy, a 
trained work force is fully as important 
es development of professional and man- 
agement groups. 

There 


are, of course, thousands of : 
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young men and women who have no in- 
terest in or who would not profit by 
higher education in our colleges and uni- 
versities. But their opportunities in life 
can be improved to the benefit of our 
whole economic and social structure 
through developing their potential skills 
and aptitudes. 

In expanding vocational education, 
the state should take care this is not 
done at the expense of other important 
phases of the general education program. 
But it can indeed help to provide the 
trained manpower for an expanding in- 
dustrial program and should be given 
the priority it deserves.

“It won’t happen to me.” 

So there they go speeding down the 
highways, passing cars where the margin 
of safety is doubtful. And there go the 
drunken drivers, weaving across the cen- 
ter line. 

Victim bv victim the toll will grow if 
the usual pattern of driving is followed 
through the long holiday period. 

The Georgia State Patrol again will be 
out in full force in an effort to hold the 
toll down. Some will be in cars that are 
marked, others in ones that are not. 
Speed-timing devices will be in opera- 
tion. 

All this is for the protection of the 
public. 

To what extent the public itself co- 
operates toward saving lives will be de- 
termined only when the final list of sta- 
tistics is compiled at the conclusion of the 
holidays.

Red Cross Blood Fee 


Keeps Program Solvent 


Knowing Red Cross administration as 
we do, of this we can be sure. The small 
charge which the Greater Atlanta chap- 
ter will make for the distribution of blood 
was not agreed upon until chapter offi- 
cers accepted it as a necessity. 


The Red Cross is dependent entirely 
upon public contributions. When what is 
given gives out, then there must be a 
financial adjustment to cover the sit- 
uation. 


Disasters like the hurricane which hit 
the Carolinas this September are to Red 
Cross as a big hospital bill is to a 
family. In disaster the Red Cross does 
give till it hurts. 


So now the Atlanta Chapter, which 
must pay the cost of the blood program 
from its own treasury, finds it must 
charge $3 a pint for collecting, processing 
and distributing the blood to hospitals. 
The hospital has the option of passing the 
cost on to the patient. 


Red Cross bload is free. It is collect- 
ing and administering it for which some- 
one must pay at $3 a pint.

The companies contend that the clause was drafted in 1947 


as a last minute provision to beat a strike deadline and has since 
been misinterpreted so that it protects wasteful practices. 


The union denies this and re- 
fuses even to submit the issue to 
arbitration. It maintains that the 
work rules which govern seniority 
practices, the size of work crews, 
etc., are necessary to protect 
workers from the wholesale loss of 
jobs that would accompany auto- 
mation, 

The unyielding stand by the 
union, however, seems to be at 
best a delaying, rear guard ac- 
tion. The background facts bear- 
ing on the steel dispute which 
Secretary of Labor Mitchell made 
public’ in August revealed that: 

1. Steel output in the first half 
of 1959 averaged 50 per cent more 
than in the first half of 1947. 


2. In the 12-year period admin- 
istrative-professional-clerical em- 
ployment increased nearly 50 per 
cent or 34,000. 

3. In the same period produc- 
tion worker employment increased 
less than 1 per cent, or 2,000. 
There were fluctuations but ‘‘blue 
collar’’ employes averaged ap- 
proximately 500,000. 

4. Capital investment per pro- 
duction worker has more than 
doubled. Between 1947 and 1957 it 
increased from $9,000 to $20,000. 

From these statistics it is ob- 


vious that labor saving machines 


and processes are being intro- 


. duced in the steel industry in 


spite of local work rules, But, be- 
cause of the work rules, are they 


being introduced most effectively 
and with due regard for the wel- 
fare of the workers? 

In the recent contract negotia- 
tions at Armour & Co., the two 
unions representing production 
workers conceded that the com- 
pany had to modernize to com- 
pete in the rapidly changing meat 
packing industry. But to protect 
worker interests the company 
agreed to establish a fund of up to 
$500,000. The money will be used, 
among other things, to train dis- 
placed workers. 

West coast shippers as part of 
their new contract with the dock 
workers will set up a $1,500,000 
fund so that a share of the ex- 
pected savings from new ma- 
chinery and methods of operation 
can be passed along to the 
workers. 

Perhaps a fund to cushion the 
effect of technological changes 
might be established in the steel 
industry. The idea ought to be 
worth exploring. It might provi ide 
a way out of the present impasse 
by relaxing the steel union's op- 
position to adjustment in the local 
work rules. Of fully as great im- 
portance it might lead to coopera- 
tion between labor and manage- 
ment so that the changes, which 
will take place in.any event, can 
be made in an orderly fashion 
and without excessive sacrifice by 
either side,

These will not be the filthiest 
available, not the hard-core ob- 
scenity which can be had later 
but with them the assurance that 
for a few dollars you can get

This awful traffic is already 
“big business’’ with a turnover of 
about a half-billion dollars a year. 

The Post Office Department es- 
timates that the filth-peddlers will 
send 1,000,000 letters to children 
throughout the country this year. 

The question which must con- 
cern you as a father or mother is: 
What can I do to stop it? What 
can I do to protect my family 
from this evil intrusion? 

The answer is that there is lit- 
tle you can do about it by your- 
self. You can’t effectively hale 
the traffickers into court. They 
are elusive. They do business one 
month at one address and then 
scurry to another. 

But there are two instant and 
practical steps you can take and 
without this assistance the Post 
Office Department is nearly help- 
less to act. 

The first conrse of action you 
can take is this: 

1. Save all the material, includ- 
ing the envelope. 

2. Put it promptly into the 
hands of the local postmaster. 

On the basis of this evidence the

‘Persistent, intensive action on 
a nationwide scale will be neces- 
sary for a long time to come toé 
cope with the determined efforts 
of the filth racketeers to continue 
expanding their lucrative busi- 
ness, 

“Remember, the postal service 
must honor the privacy of first- 
class mail, even if it is certain 
the envelope contains obscene 
material. The Post Office Depart- 
ment can act only if parents sup- 
ply the evidence after the mail 
has been delivered."’
